stations can hire and fire, switch 
ad policies and conduct program- 
ming experiments without creat- 
ing an uproar. But not WFMT. 

WFMT has friends, and the 
Friends of WFMT won't stand for 
any tinkering with the venerable 
fine arts station. 

The Friends are suing to pro- 
tect WFMT’s international reputa- 
tion, says Herbert Kraus, 
president of the 400-member citi- 
zens’ group that was rebuffed in 
the first round of its court fight ta 
prevent tampering with the sta- 
tion’s “unique eharacter.” 

But the FM station may have to 
give up some traditions to sur- 
vive, say officials of WFMT, 


staff cutbacks, a revised ad policy 
and alleged mismanagement. 

WFMT, which turns 40 next 
year, has carved out a special 
niche in broadcasting. 

The nation’s first radio “super- 
station” in the late 1970s, WFMT 
is heard across the country and 
around the world through syndi- 
cation and satellite relay. 

It produces broadcasts of the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra, 
the city’s Lyric Opera and live 
performances elsewhere, as well 
as in-studio concerts, talk shows 
and radio dramas. It has won nu- 
merous awards, including more 
Peabody awards than any other 
station, 


by Studs Terkel, Peabody and 
Pulitzer Prize-winning author and 
broadcaster, who’s been at the 
station for 27 years. 

“It is really the best fine arts- 
classical music station in the 
couniry, probably in the Western 
world,” said Leon Despres, head 
of the Friend’s legal team. 

But WFMT’s not for every- 
body. 

Local columnist Dennis Byme 
Says ‘‘you can search the world 
over and not find another station 
as stuffy.” 

Why does WFMT “find it nec- 
essary to bore its listeners with a 
Saturday afternoon of news from 
the BBC?” 


On the bank 
of the Assabet 
River in West 
Concord, MA, at 
the site of a 
dam once 
harnessing 
water power for 
its textile 
manufacturing 
operation, sits 
the brick Damon 
Mill. For 
decades this 
mill was one of 
countless small 
manufacturing 
facilities 
in towns clustered along New England's tumbling, rocky streams. 
Today, Damon Mill has been resurrected from ruins in the late 
1970's, and has found new life as a glistening, glass enclosed 
office park. And its most prominent tenant is WADN —- 1120, 
America's only AM folk music station ~ and perhaps one of the 
most creative voices anywhere on the AM dial. 


Folk music as a format is not new to the Boston AM dial. In 
the mid 1970's, 250 watt WCAS~740, Cambridge programmed folk 
music to a tiny, fiercely loyal audience in its city of license, 
home to both Harvard University and MIT. However, because of a 
lack of programming and marketing knowledge, the folk music 
failed to sell time, and the format succumbed to album - oriented 
rock. The station was then sold, and is now Black gospel WLVG 
(for "We Love Gospel Music"). 


Today WADN-1120's signal cumulates a thirteen year dream of 
several folk music devotees, envisioning a station devoted to 
this mellow sound, as well as alternative information 
programming. The area's most interesting news and talk, as well 
as delightful music is carried on 1120 from 5:00am to midnight. 


In 1977, Lioyd Simon, 
a Newton native, radio, 
and folk music 
enthusiast, and 
associate with a Boston 
market research 
consulting firm, 
applied for the 
frequency, with an 
eye toward an all 
folk music station. 
To the quest, he brought 
startup experience 
from two area radio 
stations, including 
WATD-FM, in Mansfield, 
another folk formatted 
station. Lloyd attributes his love of radio to listening to Arnie 
"Woo Woo" Ginsburg, WMEX-1510 deejay in the 1950's, and his ham 
radio operation (WA1FGK). He majored in Broadcasting Management 
and Public Opinion Research at Boston University. 


The FCC would not consider Lloyd's application until 1980 when 
the clear channel protection clause was eliminated, and the 
Concord application was competing with WBIS-1440, Bristol, CT, a 
Sherbrook, QU station, and WVNH-1110, Salem, NH, also seeking a 
frequency move. The FCC froze all applications until a treaty was 
renegotiated with the Canadian Government in 1982. WBIS and WADN 


then got permission to broadcast on the newly available 
frequency, and money starved WVNH remained on 1110 khz. 


Transmitter Site - An Environmental Preserve 


Another barrier was a location for the station's transmitter. 
Concord is a beautiful, woodsy, rustic home to many of Boston's 
business and academic leaders, an influential group of folks who 
value nature and the care of the environment. The town is known 
to generations of school children for its proximity to Paul 
Revere's ride, and the events which transpired here during the 
Revolutionary War. A series of radio towers deters from the 
natural ambience of the area - so Lloyd Simon faced much local 
skepticism from those not wishing an unsightly array near their 
property. He spent two years negotiating with the zoning and 
water resource boards in nearby Acton to locate his four tower 
array in a wetland off Route 62, on land shared with the Acton 
Water District. Fortunately, Lloyd Simon's choice of land for the 
transmitter was owned in part by lifetime Concordite Dean Comeau, 
who died in 1986. Comeau's family assigned Simon the option on 
this land. Today, WADN's 195 foot towers (towers under 200 feet 
in height require neither lights nor paint) in a former gravel 
guarry inconspicuously blend in with the woodscape, and WADN is 
restoring the 23 acre area as an environmental preserve, to be 
named after Dean Comeau. Students from Lincoln's Carroll School 
will be invited to paint the wooden fence around the site. 
Thought Forms, a local architectural firm, volunteered to build 
the transmitter house for only the cost of the materials. 


With the quest for a license for 1120 khz ended, and the 
transmitter issue resolved, space for the studios and offices 
were acquired in the unique Damonmill Square complex - a site 
which intrigued Simon. When he first saw the building, it housed 
a winery ~ which has since moved to Bolton. Today, the building 
houses a fitness center, an Assabet River cleanup group, various 
offices, and it will eventually have a restaurant. Plans are in 
the works to generate hydro-electricity from the river flowing 
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under the building. The building's developer, Bill Sullivan, who 
began restoration of the mill in 1977, was, like many Concord 
residents, totally behind the WADN idea. Until 1982, Damon Mill 
was a pile of rubble, bordered by shattered brick walls, 
Sullivan's vision restored the six story building into attractive 
office space. The centerpiece of contemporary Damonmill Square is 
a glass cylinder soaring skyward - housing the building's 
elevator. Mr. Sullivan, the chairman of Concord's Board of 
Selectmen, his wife, and two children presently live in the 
penthouse capping the imaginative structure. 


The Call "WADN" 


The call letters WADN take root in the station's deep 
commitment to environmental preservation. Concord is perhaps 
most noted for Henry David Thoreau's pristine Walden Pond, a 
deep, refreshingly cold body of water surrounded by evergreen 
trees. For decades, this pond, which provided inspiration for 
Thoreau's writings, has been a mecca for sweating local residents 
in the heat of summer. Thoreau's writings provided a mission 
statement for WADN "Walden 1120", owned by Walden Communications, 
Inc. To Program Director Dick Pleasants, the name Walden reflects 
"independence of spirit, integrity, honesty, and something 
worthwhile for the community". 


On the Air - Finally 


The results of thirteen years’ of planning, hoping, dreaming, 
and selling were realized on August 28, when WADN ~ 11220 joined 
Boston's highly competitive, unusually diverse AM dial. A Boston 
radio listener can today enjoy a plethora of formats from all 
show music to country to talk, to-big band, to Black and Spanish 
programming, and even some jazz, and a Sunday childrens’ program 
on WBZ. But WADN is perhaps the most unique and satisfying 
station to thousands of listeners, stimulated by the talk, and 
entertained throughout the day by the folk and acoustical music. 


Dick Pleasants - Folk Music Expert Supreme 


WADN's success will be due in great part to Simon's partner, 
43 year old Dick Pleasants. Dick has hosted WGBH-FM's Folk 
Heritage program on weekends for over 21 years. Considered to be 
the authoritative voice of folk music in New England, Dick serves 
as PD and morning man for WADN. His radio career goes back to his 
Emerson College years, and he met Lloyd Simon during the startup 
of Marshfield's all folk WATD~FM. He has also managed a record 
store and folklore center, as well as broadcasting on a Falmouth 
(Cape Cod) radio station. 


WADN's 12 full time and three part time employees also include 
on alr personality Kate Borger, ex of non commercial WNYC and 


WBAI, in New York, and Lindsey Ellison, former producer and voice 
of on ~ air promotion at WGBH. 


Walden World Service 


WADN's folk music is augmented by BBC and CBC feed the only 
radio station in New England which carries programming from these 
renowned sources, fed by satellite. The weekday broadcast day 
begins at 5:00am with an hour of international news, and from 6am 
to 6pm, Dick, Kate, and Lindsey offer folk and acoustical fare, 
information, and Walden World News from NPR on the hour. The folk 
music, according to Mr Pleasants is targeted toward a listening 
audience of 35 - 54. The music is mostly light ballad, broad 
based, romantic, issue - oriented, with lyrics about politics and 
relationships for a generation that has put music aside to build 
a career and who wants to recapture the idealism of its youth. 
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At 6:00pm, Walden World Service begins six hours of news with 
the BBC News Hour, fed from London. Christian Science Monitor's 
Monitoradio follows, and at 7:30pm, CBC's "As it Happens" (format 
provided the model for NPR's "All Things Considered", and "As It 
Happens" is heard around the world) airs, and at 8:30pm, 
different BBC features are carried. From 9:00pm to midnight, 
Walden World Service is rebroadcast, to make this unique 
programming as available to as many listeners as possible. 


Saturday at WADN features folk and acoustical music, with a 
locally produced childrens' show at 4:00pm, and the BBC Newshour 
at 6:00pm. Sunday brings additional acoustical music, 
international news programs, including a three hour block 
from CBC featuring commentary, sports, and arts. Also featured 
are a story telling hour (for local story tellers), and folk 
tunes. 


WADN plans to develop local in depth programming, aspiring to 
be a good local cultural arts station for the thirteen 
communities served by the very directional east-west 5000 watt 
signal, and the even more restricting 1000 watt night signal 
directional into Concord, Lexington, Cambridge, and Boston. The 
towns served, including Concord, Lexington, Lincoln, Stow, 
Bedford, Carlisle, Weston, Wayland, Sudbury, Wellesley, Natick, 
and Maynard are perhaps the wealthiest suburbs for Boston, and 
are indeed an area where’ WADN programming will be appreciated. 


The WADN Studios 


WADN occupies parts of the first two floors of the renovated 
Damonmill. The station's control room, with the mill's original 
brick walls, is one of the most spacious and attractive control 
rooms to be found anywhere. A production studio, a news studio, a 
huge live performance studio for talk, live performances by local 
musician and kids' shows, and office space makes up the Walden 
Communications complex. WADN's satellite dish is found on a rise 
behind Damonmill, and the transmitter site is located a couple of 
miles west of the studios. Besides the array, an unpainted 
building houses the station's Nautal Transmitter. 


WADN Open House 


Walden 1120's open house, on October 1, 1989, attracted over 
4000 listeners to a celebration in Damonmill's parking lot. 
Included were a BBC reporter, and portions of the open house were 
carried internationally by the CBC's short wave service. 

Noted folk artists Patty Larkin, Tom Rush, Shawn Colvin, 
Christine Lavin, and Northern Lights performed at the low key 
four hour festival, liberally covered in the, Boston press. WADN's 
programming will be very environmentally oriented. Many special 
programs are planned for Earth Day. Mr. Simon is planning an 
environmental awareness program on Sunday mornings. Local people 
involved with environmental concerns will be featured. 1990 is 
the International Year of the Environment, and the station will 
devote its first year to these concerns. 


Many local events are promoted in Walden Date Book. Dick 
Pleasants and Lloyd Simons envision local artists and 
photographers being invited to display their talent in gallery 
space in the WADN studios. The station's goal is to provide its 
listeners with local news and distinctive community service 
emphasizing arts and cultural events coverage. 
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In the minds of its creators, Walden 1120's being is tied in 
with its association to Walden Pond. As Dick Pleasants says "When 
you think of Walden, you think of ...thoughtfulness, 


peacefulness. 


It is a historic link between nature and 


literature....a strong link to the environment". The Walden 1120 
mission, as quoted from Thoreau on a print on the wall of his 
office "I learned this, from my experiment, that if one advances 
confidently in the direction of my dreams, and endeavors to live 
the life he has imagined, he will meet with a success unexpected 
in common life". Will WADN go to the top of the Boston Arbitrons? 
Probably not. However, Walden 1120 is attracting a large, devoted 
audience with its entertaining, creative programs and in depth 
news and commentary. The station is a tribute to its founders who 
have succeeded in bringing an imaginative new format to Boston.

Interesting in 
that all Spanish WBIV (since May, 1988) "Radio Continental" 
covers the most affluant Boston suburbs with its primary lobe. I 
would imagine that the folks in Concord, Wellesley, Weston, 
Lexington, Wayland, Acton, and Bedford listen to WBIV in droves. 
The station gets a relatively poor signal into the Boston 
Hispanic areas. The station that DOES a tremendous job in 
catering to listeners in these wealthy, well educated suburbs 
will be featured in a profile very shortly. So stay tuned.

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Gnce again, the ANSWERMAN cometh ! And, once again, a correction, hi. Last 
time, 1 said that as of about 3/1, I had nothing pending. I do have one 
letter with a group of questions regarding AM Stereo, which I’ve asked a 
couple of people on, but so far no success. If you’re up on some of the 
technical and regulatory aspects of AM Stereo and would like to try to 
answer those, let me know, and I'11 forward a copy on to you. 


A few issues ago, we had a question regarding two HQ-180’s which were 
behaving somewhat strangely. For clarity, I’ve elected to reprint the 
guestion along with the answer which I’ve just received from another 
member, which supplements my prior comments: 


QUESTION: Both of my HQ-180A‘'s have a similar problem. One goes dead at 
frequencies above 13 mHz. The other is dead on the top frequency range 
(15.35 ~- 30 mHz.). Why is this ? Is there an easy fix ? 


ANSWER = In both cases, the problems may be’ traceable to bad tubes. The 
most likely culprits are 1) the 6BE6 first mixer, 2) the 6C4 first 
oscillator, and 3) the 6BZ6 first RF amp. 1f the cause is 1) and/or 3), a 
quick fix would be to switch the 6BE6 first mixer and the 6BE6 third mixer 
(455-60 Hz. converter), and/or switch the 6BZ6 RF amp and the 6826 crystal 
oscillator tubes. If either problem goes away, then the first of the two 
like tubes mentioned in each sequence probably needs replacement. Although 
there are not two 6C4‘s in one receiver, switching those tubes from one 
receiver to the other will tell you if one is bad if a problem goes from 
one receiver to another, while the first is “cured" or if both are bad if 
the problems “exchange receivers". 


If neither my suggestions earlier mor these work out, then either someone 
else may yet have some ideas, or, there may not be an easy way out. 


On the more general subject of availability of tubes, don’t overlook Radio 
Shack or something similar as a source. My preference, which I know several 
other members share, is amateur flea markets. I1f you've got the time, go 
early, and scoop up those tubes you really need, then go back near the end, 
and you may well be able to get reduced prices on others (or more of the 
same), or maybe even a bulk price for the lot. 


QUESTION: When DX’ing on my car radio with the engine running, I often get 
various sorts of noises. What are they, and can I get rid of them ? 


ANSWER: If the noises you’re hearing sound like a buzz or a popping which 
is directly related to the engine RPM’s, then the substitution of a set of 
suppressor spark plugs’ for the standard issue ones should help. There are 
also suppressor kits available from various auto parts suppliers which may 
help. If you have a much higher-pitched noise, also directly related to 
engine speed (not to actual vehicle speed), then you may have either 
alternator whine or electronic ignition noise. I’m not certain how much of 
an improvement you may derive from either of the above remedies, but 
they’re both inexpensive and warth a try. Alternator whine may also be 
suppressed by means of a line filter, which is familiar to radio amateurs. 
There may be available from Radio Shack, and would probably be available 
from amateur suppliers. This would have to be inserted into the power wires 
supplying the radio. 


QUESTION: 1l’ve found that on older cars, the noise is much worse’ than on 
newer cars. I’ve tried every gimmick marketed to reduce noise, without much 
success. Moving the antenna to the back of the car, further from the engine 
seems to be best. Is it usually the alternator ? Is the use of rebuilt or 
repaired alternators as opposed to new ones an issue? 


ANSWER: Your initial observation about older cars generating more noise is 
valid, but there may be several causes. Electrical noise can come from the 
alternator, as well as from the distributor, the sparkplugs, or from any 
electrically—powered accessory. As any of these age, they can, through wear 
or failure, generate noise. Failure to keep the car in proper tune can con- 
tribute, too. 1f a part is a true, factory rebuilt, it should not be 
significantly noisier than new, but for dealer or other rebuilts, anything 
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goes. It's aiso possible that the radio itself may suffer from age or 
component failure or dust or dirt and be less resistive to noise. The anly 
way to fairly test that is with a direct replacement unit. Finally, it pays 
to remember that man-made electrical noise not generated in the car is 
always increasing, and that newer cars and car’ radios must have better 
suppression capabilities ta resist it. That, too, may account for some of 
the difference you see. 


Speaking of moving the antenna to the back of the car, that’s always 
preferable for AM reception, Your best mounting position for AM would be on 
top of either fender, as near to the tail as possible given the mechanical 
considerations involved. Of course, if you‘’re concerned about Picking up 
someone else’s engine noise, maybe a mounting on the center of the trunk 
lid would be preferable, but the tradeoff is reduced reception from the 
front, due to proximity to the metal of the roof. 


QUESTION; 1 live in an apartment, and I haven’t room for a loop, and 1 
can’t string a wire antenna. Other than a used Space Magnet, what options 
do I have ? 


ANSWER: There are several. In a prior column, I discussed the concept of 
the spiral loop, which may be an alternative. Another alternative might be 
(subject to the availability of ferrite rods) to wind your own ferrite—core 
antenna, experimenting for wire length, using a rod length of about a foot 
and experimenting downward from there (thus, perhaps necessitating two 
rods), and amplifying it with a broadband amplifier such as the 
International Crystal BAX-1. 


Still another might be to run an “invisible antenna“ indoors. You’ can 
create a spiral loop effect by creating a spiral of fine wire taped to the 
gQlass of a window, behind a mirror, or behind a picture. You can also rig 
up an indoor open loop by running fine stranded wire around the baseboard 
of a room, starting and ending at your receiver location. 1f the room has a 
dropped acoustical ceiling (many dormitory rooms do), you can run it around 
the perimeter of the ceiling, using clear’ push pins. In all of these 
cases, the use of an antenna tuner (€ refer to the NRC Antenna Reference 
Manual, Vol. 1 3] will materially improve reception. You may choose to opt 
for a vertical, using a replacement car antenna, adjusting its height to 
suit. This, too, may be tuned. 


OTHERNESS: I’ve received some additional information on the prior question 
about the Radiola lI] and its WD-11 tube. A reader writes that an excellent 
source of antique parts is Antique Electronic Supply, 688 West First St., 
Tempe, AZ 985281 ((602) B94-9503}]. Their current catalog (available for 
$2.00, which may be refundable on -subsequent order) lists the WD-11 at 
$35.00 and a wD-11S at $15.00. Neither my informant nor I know what the 
difference between the two is, hi. They also carry all sorts of other 
accessories, including Radiola lamp hoods and Burgess batteries. l‘d 
completely forgotten about them —- I’ve received some of their catalogs 
before. 


If you'd rather substitute for the WD-11, another reader relates that the 
radio will probably function as well with a type O1 or O1A, which are 
electrically similar, and may be more affordable, as the WD-11 was only 
used in production for about 3 years. Should the batteries available from 
the above source not be adequate, these old tubes can be powered by 
alkaline cells or transistor or lantern batteries, if you know the values. 
For the WD-11, the filament requires about 1.1 volts at 0.25 amperes; the 
plate requires about 45 volts, the anode 22.5 volts. (9-volt transistor 
batteries stacked together should suffice). 


Still another option for others is a similar situation might be Antique 
Radio Classified, P. 0. Box 802, Carlisle, MA 01741. A subscription is #20 
per year ($30 first class). I don’t know the ad rates, but you might either 
see something available there, or place an ad for what you might need.

KLIM’s microwave equipment-was destroyed and 
its satellite dish “becamea Frisbee.” 

“We found part efthe dish about three blocks 
away from the station,” says Richers. 


Most of the station’s power has been restored, 
although the satellite dish still offers a good 
impression of a battered Frisbee.

Phasing Unit Designs: Simple to Complex ...by Mark Connelly 


The use of a phasing unit to null out a dominant 
station (allowing other-stations to be heard) can often be of 
considerable benefit to the DxXer. By using two wire antennae 
and such a unit, the DXer may enjoy effects comparable to those 
obtained by rotating a loop. Many DXers have used phasing with 
great success in the last 25 years or so. Situations where a 
loop cannot be used (e. g. when the operating position is inside 
a steel-frame building, mobile home, or vehicle) are those for 
which phasing is most highly recommended. 


Numerous articles on the construction and use of phasing 
units have appeared in the medium-wave DX press. This article 
will draw references from these previous works: 


Micro-MHDX—-4A Loop—vs.-—Wire Phaser (15 MAR 1989) 
MWDX-4 and Mini-MWDX-4 series Phasing Units (11 OCT 1985) 


These articles give parts lists, phaser operating 
techniques, and construction methods useful to the phasing 
unit builder / user. Copies of these articles may be obtained 
from the reprints services of NRC and IRCA. 


The purpose of this article is not to go into a point—by-— 
point description and construction plan for a specific type of 
unit, but to give some design outlines that, coupled with the 
other articles mentioned, will allow a DXer having little 
technical experience to get a simple unit up and running in 
short order. The first design to be presented represents the 
bare minimum in terms of component~count and design complexity 
for a 2-wire phasing unit that can be realistically expected 
to produce nulls of “pest” stations or electrical noises in 
an adequate number of situations to be worthwhile. Figure 1 
shows the schematic of this basic medium-wave unit. Table 1 
lists the principal parts required.

Realistic 12-625 


By César Objfo 


ile mot being technically minded on 
\Y/etectronics I became quite interested in the 
12-625 when I read the information presented 
by Ray Cole about a “High Performance AM/FM 
Portable”. Why? Because my cousin Franklin was 
willing to buy a portable receiver comparable to the 
TRF. Some years ago I ran a request ina MUSING 
asking to buy either a TRF, a GE Superradio or a 
similar one for him. Naturally nobody answered as 
the happy owners would not sell theirs. Perhaps 
because of that he became more interested on FM as 
he almost considered that AM was my domain. But 
when Ray Cole's article appeared in DX NEWS I 
called my cousin at once and told him about it. And 
he answered, “That's the receiver I need". With a 
friend of his who was traveling to New York some 
days later, he ordered one. In the meantime Paul 
Swearingen’s article about the same AM/FM 
portable was published. Again I called Franklin, 
this time disappointed, with the sad news I had just 
read. But he said "Let's wait for the receiver to 
arrive and we'll see”. 


Well, the set arrived and he brought it to my home 
for me to see. Another disappointment. At first 
sight I did not think it could be as Ray Cole said and 
also thought about Paul's research on it. Then we 
commented about both articles, but we did not come 
to any conclusion as testing in the city with so many 
locals on and in a concrete and steel house, as we 
built them in the tropics because of the hurricanes, 
we could not reach to a satisfying verdict. So he 
said, "Next Sunday, April 22nd, we'll go to Salinas in 
order to make a complete test". 


At nine a.m. on that sunday we started out with the 
following portable receivers. I took two: my TRF and 
DX-400, both Realistics. Franklin also took two: an 
old and small AM/SW (3.8-12MHz2) Toshiba 5L-451S 
and the already famous 12-625. After 85 kms to the 
southwest of Santo Domingo we arrived at the 
selected spot at about 11:30am. This is a place about 
45 kms southwest of Bani right in front of Ocoa Bay 
with the Caribbean Sea right south and with the city 
of Barahona straight to the west, some 55 kms away 
across the bay. 


Qur comparison was a side by side test with the 
three receivers. I only used the DX-400 for checking 
fregs as I knew this one was not as good as the TRF. 
The first frequency tuned in was 540KH2 with ABC, 
Santo Domingo, heard as a local (5), on the TRF and 
Toshiba, the same, 12-625 (3). The same on 550KH2 
with WPAB, Ponce and YVKE, Caracas, according to 
my signal strength system of measurement (from 
SINFO) 550KHz was 4, but on the 12-625 was less 
than 3. On 560KHz La Voz de la Pampa, Maicao, 
Colombia, on the TRF and Toshiba a 3, but on the 
12-625 extremely weak, almost unintelligible, about a 
1. Asit was said that on the low side of the band this 
set is very weak I continued on, skipping several 
frequencies. On 660KHz, Ondas de los Medanos 
{with R. Universal on 650KHz as a local (5) but 
nulled out) on the TRF and Toshiba a 4, on the 
12-625, 3. On 680KH2 R. Zamba, TRF and Toshiba a 3 
and on the 12-625, 1. On 710KHze WKJB, Mayaguez, 


Puerto Rico, on the TRF and Toshiba it was heard as 
a local station, 5 (announcing AM stereo}, on the 
12-625, was also very good {4}, but in the first two 
sets the nulling effect was very sharp, so much that 
WKJB could be effectively nulled out, and R. 
Capital, Caracas, was heard with a straight 3, 
perfectly understandable and enjoyable, on the 
12-625 this one could not be heard and WKJB was 
always strong, even turning the set around. So far it 
was a expected, the 12-625 was very, very weak on the 
lower end of the dial. 


On 780KHz when tuning in R. Almirante, Maicao, 
Colombia, on the three receivers the station was 
very good. As stated in the two previous articles, as 
the frequency increased so did the sensitivity in 
this radio. Changing to 830KHz2 I heard HIJB, Santo 
Domingo, as a local (5) on the first two sets, when I 
nulled it I heard R. Sensacion, Venezuela, but | got 
nothing on the 12-625, the same situation as on 
7i0KHe. It seems that the nulling effect and 
selectivity on this set are not good. On 1010KHz we 
noticed a slight improvement in sensitivity, even the 
nulling effect was a little better. R. Comercial was 
being received as a local on all receivers (5), and 
surprise, we could null it on the 12-625 and hear R. 
Hoyer, Aruba, underneath. Higher up it was not so 
good. R. Soleil, Port-au-Prince, on 1170KH2 heard as 
4, in the TRF and Toshiba, on the 12-625 was heard 
as 2. On 1280KHe R. Metropole was heard with a 
strength of 3 on the TRF and Toshiba, but almost 
nothing on the 12-625. We knew the station was 
there but unintelligible. 


At the upper end from 1400 up only three stations 
were heard on the 12-625, those were: 1410 Barahona; 
1550 R. Enriquillo, Tamayo, and 1580 R. Neiba; on 
the other receivers we additionally heard: 1420 R. 
Vision, Maracaibo; 1440 R. San Juan, D.R.; 1450 an 
unid. Venezuelan; 1480 La Voix du Peuple, 
Port-au-Prince. We did not seem to find the great 
improvement mentioned to be noted on the higher 
side of the band, perhaps we weren't so lucky to buy 
the best of the 12-625s in stock. On the other hand 
something strange happened. On the Toshiba we got 
R. Marti very good on 1470KHz (3), but I could not 
find it listed in the WRTH; when we tuned on the 
TRF or the DX-400, nothing was heard despite all 
efforts. In order to check I tuned the DX-400 to 
11930, R. Marti's frequency on short waves at the 
time, and there they were parallel to 1470KHz2 on the 
Toshiba, but I could never catch it on any of the 
other sets. Why? We are still wondering. Can 
anyone explain? RJ. Edmunds? I could not 
understand this, but as the Toshiba as AMISW 1 
thought there might be something internaily that 
could tune R. Marti on that frequency so strong, and 
T could not get it on the TRF. 


Oh, yes, on the FM band we compared the 12-625 to 
the DX-400 as I did not have another receiver at 
hand with this band, but it was always behind, very 
weak in every Station we happened to tune in. Even 
in the DX-400 we heard stations that we could not get 
on the 12-625. All the tuning done on the 12-625 was 
with the volume knob all the way up while on the 


other sets it had to be reduced very often. The 
quality of the sound is acceptable for a home 
receiver to be used as background music 
entertainment. 


Ag to the state of the batteries, the ones in the TRF 
were Duracell bought last year, used very often, at 
home during blackouts and in the countryside on our 
trips; the same with the DX-400, they were about one 
year old; in the Toshiba they were also used, not 
new; but the ones in the 12-625 were new, bought with 


the set in New York, just received. 42 


Summing up we thought we had wasted a day with 
this set. But no, we had discovered something we 
were mot looking for - that the old Toshiba was really 
as sensitive and selective as the TRF, on the nulling 
aspect it was as sharp as the TRF. The 12-625 was 
neither selective, sensitive or had any nulling 
capacity. So, I think our effort was worthwhile; 
while the 12-625 was not what we expected, the 
Toshiba was a treasure just discovered.
